Some Practical Ssezestions for Our
A'rln.ullunl Readers.

—_———

FIELD ROOT CROPS

An acre devoted to carrots, parsnips, beets~

and turnips wiil provide an amount of sueceu-

lent food for Winter use that not only lessens

the grain required but promotes the health
and thrift of the animals. Though low in
nutritious value, yet the enormous crops that
may be obtained more than recompense for
any defleiency that may exist otherwise. Root
crops largely take the place of ensilage where
silos have not been construcied, and one acrein
roots will enable the farmer to keep more stock
and have the anim=als in a better condition
than from any other cropsthat can be grown.

The diffienlty with carrots and parsnips is
the extra work required with the crop after
the seed is sown, the slow germination destroy-
ing the lines of the rows, ag grass covers the
entire plot befora the seeds begin to shove out
their young plants, the tedious labor of hand-
weeding being required. This difficulty, how-
reome by mixing the seeds
c-germinating plants, such as radish,
with that of the carrotsor parsnips. The radish
soon comes up, the rows can be worked, and the
radish then pulled up and marketad or fed to
the pigs. Improved seed-drills now drill the
seed at regular places in the rows, and of suffi-
cient distance to permit the hoe fo be used.
Once the young plants are up and worked the
dificulty is over, as the plants soon take pos-
gession and crowd out the weeds and grass,
Another difficulty is that of storage. The prac-
tice of heaping the roots in mounds, to he left
out during the Winter, render the task of feed-
ing them to the stock very disagreeable, espoci-
ally when the ground is frozen. This is now
overcome by storing them in bins in a cold
cellar, and, if preferred, they may be packed in
dry earth in the bins. )

Deets, carrots, parsnips and tarpips grow
from small seeds, and from three to five pounds
will suffice for planting an acre of ground, while
the potato must be grown from bulky tnbers,
as much as Gfteen or twenty bushels being re-
quired for an acre, according to the mode of
planting, I the eufting of the potata seed, the
labor of destroying the beetle, and the lewer
keeping qualities of the potalo, compared with
the carrot or parsnip, be considered, the cost of
produetion should be o more for the carrots
and parsnips than for the former, while a much
larger wield and s more valaable feeding ma-
terial (not excepting the tops) may be obtained,
If such crops are to bs grown, however, farmers
should not wait longer, but get the seed in
early. Many crops have been failures owing
to the delay in planting, the grass being well
up before the geed hes germinated. The root
crops should be well started before warm
weather, so a8 Lo better resist the drouth, and
also to allow as much tinie as possible for com-
pleting growth, The soil shonld be rich, fine,
and the crops thoroughly ealtivated.

NUTRITIVE REQUIREMENTS.

The resuitz that are being obtained {rom the
various experiment stations are proving quite
clearly that every larmer, in order to work his
soil most sueccesslully, which implies the nse
of economical means, must becoma acquainted
with its real charaeter as regards its capabil-
ities and wants. If the soil requires but one
feriilizing element in order to securs the
growih of crops, it becones a wasts to apply
any elements thap already exist in snfficient
quantity. Thedotermination ol this condition
is the ]l"t Mwl:}. that confronts the farmer of the
present day, and to the solution of which his
energ 1..;.:‘..1 be directed., Sometimes it even
iting queation to delermine
if the ‘:u]" of one's farm, requires any applica-
tion at all of sny commerciul fertilizing ele-
ments. Daring the ssason of 1858 this test was
made upon the seil of the Ohio Exporiment
Station, which is a clay loam from $wo to five
feet in depth, with an underlying stratom ef
gravel, Nitrogen, potash, and phosphorie acid
were applied separatély, in cornbination, and in

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NOTES.

—Tarred paper roofs must be made very se-
cure, or the high winds will rip them off,

—Wherevor there is a low, damp place there
should be a ditch or an under layer of drain
tile,

—Plum trees thrive best on a somewhst
heavy soil, though they can be grown alss on
light sandy locations,

—Air-slaked lime duosted over the gronnd
around young trees serves as a partial protec-
tion against some kinds of insects,

—Do not use sprouted seed of any kind.
Potutoes that are kept af too high a tempera-
ture will sprout, which injores them to a cer-
tain extent.

— While arranging your grounds do not dis-
eard the old varieties of roses, poppies, ete.
Theyare for old associations as well as
for present beauty.

At this season the wells from which the
tlnnl..lu.{ water is obtained are liable to be pol-
luted with surface water. Grade around the
well and force the surface water away,

—The qui ckest way to futien an old eow is
to confine ber in a small yard and give her all
the ground grain and hay she can eat. She
should be gotten in condition in asshort a time
as possible.

—The white grab is a whitish grub, with
six legs near the forepart of the body. It
feeds on tho roots of roses, and eventually de-
stroys the bushes. Remove the earth around
the rools and kill the grub.

—At this season all fruit trees will be bene-
fited by a wash of seme kind., A gallon of
strong soap suds, to which a teasposnful of car-
bolie seid i3 .m'wﬂ is excellont. Serub the
bark well and apply the wash liberally

— Faglish farmers roport ntmul-lunr}' re-
sults from feeding ensilage tosheep, From eight
to 10 pounds of ensilage, with ehatfed gtraw and
roots, constitute a rution on which sheep—es-
pecially ewes—are said to thrive remark: avly.

Very
probably he got up the euntertainmeniout of
gratitude to the Savior, inviting some of the
particular friends of Christ living in Bethany.
Of course Simon was not a leper at the time he
gave the supper. All laws and precedents for-
bade a viclim of said loathsome disvase being
in the company of the healthy. Those thus
affiicted were driven from socisty. It is there-
fore guite certain he had been recovered to
health by our Savior. This fact illustrates St
John, 21:25, The enlling Simna a laper after
tha cure was only like calling St. Matthew the
publiean long after he resigned “.ai office. Adam
Clark thought the surname of Simon was Loper,
go that the full name of the host was Simon
Leper. Sowe might to-day say Mr. Wi, Faver,
or Miss Mary Cancer. The supper is proof of
the hospitable spirit of the man, and will for-
ever be a memorial to Simon,

5, The Ointmeant,

The art of manufacturing perfumes isanciant,
During the reign of Eiizabeth in England the
use of various odiferous ointments, scented
waters, sweet-smelling salts, was quite a rage.
Earlier still France set the fashion., Probably
there are over 60 perfume manufacturing estab-
lishments in London and not less than 100 in
Paris. The ointment referred to in the lesson
was an sromatic balsam from tree or plant
Myrrh was without doubs specially the feature
in Mary's ointment. From the fazt of its hav-
ing been poured out, (St Matt,, 26:7,) we may
infer itwas a liquid, or quite thin. Mary's
ointment was “very precions.,” (St Matt.,
26:7: St. Mark, 14:3.) St Jolhin declares it
was ‘‘ very costly.” (12:3.) I; was of “spike-
pard.” (St. Mark, 1! 3, and St John, 12:3.)
It was doubtless the most pure kind, and hence
most ex ;m..‘wo Spilkenard means a spike or
ear of nard. Tho ointment was made from the
spikesor blades of nard. Nard isa plant highly
valunad by the ancicnts, It was employed for
medicine and luxury. It hasa very fragraut
odor. It grows specially in Indin, and has a
long, slender stalk., It does net rank asa large
plant. Souie growsin Palestine, but it is of an
inferior quality. 1t isfound in tultsor clumps,
rising like tall grass, It is common in Asia

laya Mountains. Greeks and Bomans mention
it as being from the banks of the Ganges,
Much of what we call spikenard is from the
jatamanses plant in India. Grateluol
the odor of spikenard to the ancients, it i3 not
agrecable to the European and American. Only
40 to 50 years before our lesson Hor u‘e. in a
letter of invitation to Virgil, requesied him to
bring with him = swall vial of spikenard, and
promised in retnrn to give him a cask of wice,
(See Ode,, iv, 12.)

The cintment was contained in an alabaster
box, or ratber in a vial, flusk, vase or cruse,
Alabaster is stone wieldablie to essy manipula-
tion, pellucid, resembling glass,
among the ruins of Nineveh white alabaster
vases for holding ointments and cosmetics, We
may class alubaster with stone or marble. It
i generally very white and clear. Sometimes
there are shades of yellow, red, gray. When
plaster-ol-paris is variegated, or of fine white
appearance, it i3 ealled alabaster. Being easily
worked up, it i5 wrought into vases, flasks and
such like articles. When formed the articles
secm as though composed of glass. To vessels
munde of alabaster people of early days preserved
their odiferons lignids, perfumes and oint-
ments,

Mary's ointment was very valnable. St. Mat-
thew says it conld “ have been sold for much.”
(36:9.) St. Mark declares ** it might have been
sold for more than 300 penee.” (14:5.) 56
John states it wonld bave broughbt at sale 300
pence. We Dbave no exact measure for the
value of a pence. Wemay put the total cost
of the ointment at, say, $10. None but St
John gives the gquantity of the mard in th“
box. He says there was one pound. (12:3.)
We are to understand Troy weight, or three-
fourths pound aveirdapeis. The cruse must
hence have been quite large. Muny students
think Mary used ouly a portion of her oint-
ment when at the supper in Simon’s house,
reserving the rest till Christ's death. We read
that on Sundsy morning the same H:\r;.' wunt
to Christ's tomb, carrying sweet spices . to
anoint the bedy of Jesus. It is certain th it
the use of one pound for ancinting Christ at
the table would seem too much,

In pgetting at the real value of the ointmoent
nsed by Mary we shall receive help if we take
into consideration the differences in the prices
of wages then and mow. It was worth 300
peénce or denaris, In thoss d;LS':i & lﬂ.burilliz
man received only one deoarius for his daily
wages, Hence the value of the ointment wounld
be equivalent to 300 daysof labor. Calenlating
the price now received for a day's work at
$1.50, the ointment was worth #450, We
know the price paid in those times and places
was but ons deunarius each day. We learn the
fact in St Matt., 20: 2, where we are told a
houschelder hired a number of laborers, agree-
ing to pay ench one denarius per day. A har-
vestman would have had to work 300 days, or
nearly ono year, in order to pay for the pound
of ointment. It is said that the pay in the
year 1352 to haymakers of England was one
peney a day.

6. The Aect.

While our Savior was reclining at the table
of Simon, after the Oriental manner, which re-
sembled o lying posture much as one assumes
when extended on a leange or coneh, Mary,
the sister of Lazarus, approached him, Lc"ring
a vessel containing one e wund of very choicely-
perfunied ointwent. Sho could essily reach
his feet, extended as they were out into the
room aflter tha manner of a person reclining,
Mary was a joint guest. First she anointed
his leef, having wiped lrom them the duast.
Sundals were then worn, aud the feet would
become much soiled in the streots. Hence a
prime duty of hospitalilty was the furnishing
of facilities for cleaning the feet. Doubtless
Christ's feet had been thus washed befors his
entrance into the dining-room. There would
ba call, therefore, for simply wiping them first
before applying the ointment. She slso an-
ointed his head., For spreading the perfume
over the feet and for its more thorough appli-
eation she used her own long, flowing hair. 1t
was a beautiful get, It is clear that Mary had,
with ber quick, womanly instinets, gaught the
idea Christ was soon to die. He had been
much to her. He had restored her brother to
life after o four-days' burial., He had fire-
quently been a guest at her home. Sho loved
him greatly, and coald not let him go without
manifesting her depth of affection.

7. Opininns as o the Merit of the Aet,

A sorious discussion sprang up as “to the pru-
dence of Mary'aact. It was thought by some
that the 300 pence could have been put to much
better use. Reading the accounts, we may say
that the difference of views as to the proprioty
of Mary's deed lies between Jesus and Judas,
We may be sure that Christ was right. He took
the part of Mary.

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What was tha use of ancinting or embalm-
ing? It was to preserve the body. Thus by
some process corpses have been kept in good
state for thousands of years. So would Mary
slm our Savior, that his body might remain
state of preservation. To return that kindness
so well intended Christ has embalmed the
memory of Mary. She shall live in all ages.
